QUESTION: What Bible commentary do you recom- 
mend for a young minister?—A. E., Atlanta, Georgia. 


I ASSUME YOUR QUESTION concerns com- 
mentaries on the entire Bible. You will find that com- 
mentaries vary greatly in style and in size. You should 
select a commentary that suits your particular need or 
desire. For serious Bible study, there is nothing greater 
than LANGE’S COMMENTARY AND THE HOLY SCRIP- 
TURES, in 24 volumes. This is definitely a scholarly work 
and is a storehouse of exegesis and illumination on every 
verse in the Bible. While it is scholarly and profound, it is 
still clear and simple, making it a real help to every 
serious student of the Scriptures. Another excellent com- 
mentary, in 23 volumes, is THE PULPIT COMMENTARY. 
Its features are similar to those of LANGE, but it is writ- 
ten in a more elementary style, and, as its name sug- 
gests, is more homiletical than exegetical. For real Bible 
study I suggest LANGE, and for easier sermonic assis- 
tance, I suggest PULPIT. 

Three outstanding commentaries come in 6 volumes: 
ADAM CLARKE, MATTHEW HENRY, AND JAMIESON, 
FAUSSET AND BROWN. The last mentioned is definitely 
the most scholarly and helpful in a critical analysis of the 
Scriptures. The first mentioned is definitely most evan- 
gelistic and devotional. JAMIESON, FAUSSET AND 
BROWN does not have the warmth of MATTHEW 
HENRY, and MATTHEW HENRY does not have the pro- 
fundity of JAMIESON, FAUSSET AND BROWN. In ADAM 
CLARKE you will find more or less a blending of these 
two features of the other two. ADAM CLARKE was def- 
initely a scholar, and yet his comments are filled with 
warmth and eloquence. 

GRAY AND ADAMS BIBLE COMMENTARY is actually 
not a commentary, but a set of homiletic and illustrative 
material. Among one-volume commentaries, JAMIESON, 
FAUSSET AND BROWN has no real equal. The entire 
Bible is discussed verse by verse in a greatly condensed 
version of the six-volume set. ABINGDON BIBLE COM- 
MENTARY is also good, but less fundamental than the 
others. THE CHRISTIAN WORKERS’ COMMENTARY, by 
Doctor James M. Gray, is an excellent one-volume work 
of helpful suggestions. However, one-volume commen- 
taries are never to be recommended where more exten- 
Sive works can be afforded. 

For a commentary on the New Testament alone, you 
will find it hard to beat BARNES NOTES ON THE NEW 
TESTAMENT. These eleven volumes are written in a 
vigorous evangelistic style and are most satisfying 
throughout. Dr. A. T. Robertson’s WORD PICTURES IN 
THE NEW TESTAMENT is a splendid commentary on the 
New Testament, in the light of the original Greek langu- 
age. You do not have to be a student of the Greek, even

HERE IS NOTHING GREATER and more 
important and yet can be more tantalizing 
to man than memory.

No man hath 
seen God at any time; the only begotten Son, which is 
in the bosom of the Father, He hath declared him.” 


2 DwELT, the past tense of the verb “dwell”, 


which means “to abide as a resident.” He came and stayed 
with us. He was not a visitor nor an overnight guest, 
but He stayed until it could 
be said, “It is finished.” 
Among us, like other boys, He 
grew up. Isaiah 53:2, “For he 
shall grow up before him as a tender plant.” Luke 2:51, 52, 
“And he went down with them, and came to Nazareth, 
and was subject unto them: but his mother kept all 
these sayings in her heart. And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favour with God and man.” He 
was baptized and was tempted of Satan. Note Matthew 
4:1-11. He was put to the test on every human appetite. 
The writer of the book of Hebrews says that He was 
tempted in every point like we are. 

He was interested in home life and put His approval 
on His Father’s divine Word by making one of His very 
first visits and His first miracle at a wedding feast. He 
discussed the sacredness of the marriage vow and told 
us what to do concerning it. See Matthew 19:3-9. He called 
the children to Him and blessed them. 

He was often seen and heard at the places of worship 
instructing the people concerning the kingdom of God. 
He was found praying many times, sometimes all night. 
He was interested in suffering humanity; in fact, He 
bore our grief and carried our sorrows. He wept with 
those who wept. 

He was not a man of the ivory palace type, yet He 
offered salvation to all. He was born in a borrowed or 
rented manger; sent one of His followers fishing to get 
money to pay taxes; preached from hillsides, lake 
shores, borrowed boats, streets, and the Temple; healed 
the sick, fed the hungry, and preached the gospel to 
the poor, yet He never used His great power to satisfy 
His own desires. 

He was rich, the co-owner of all the wealth of the 
world, yet He rode into Jerusalem on another man’s 
donkey. His father created all the trees of the forest, 
but He calmly submitted to death on a piece of one of 
them furnished by the Romans. He was before the rocks 
were brought into existence, yet His friend had to put 
His body in his own new tomb which was hewn out of 
a rock. Yes, truly the Word was made flesh and dwelt 


among us. 


AND DWELT 
AMONG US 


GRACE is an unmerited favor, something 
to which we have no rightful claim. We have the ex- 
pression “thirty days of grace,” or “if out of your good 

graces you can grant this 
FULL OF GRACE favor.” 

We have seen some good 
people who were very kind and good, yet somewhere in 
their lives they had shown a bit of selfishness. But Jesus 
was full of grace, for you must remember that He was 
the Word made flesh and was revealing God to man. 

When talking to a woman of Samaria, who was living 
beneath the good moral standard of society, He offered 
her living water, calculated to cause her to lose her 
desire for base and sinful living, for He said, ““Whosoever 
. drinketh of this water ‘that I shall give will never thirst.” 


When a poor devil-possessed creature came to Him, 
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He cast all seven of the demons out of her and permitted 
her to be one of the first witnesses of His resurrection. 

After Peter had cursed and denied Him in the crisis of 
His life, He recommissioned him and asked him to feed 
His sheep and strengthen the brethren. 

Although the thief had waited until the last minute 
to acknowledge Him and ask for mercy, He stopped cry- 
ing long enough to save him. Cruel hands apprehended 
Him, beat Him, abused Him in every way known to them. 
Blasphemous mouths accused, cursed, and ridiculed Him, 
but He humbly prayed, “Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” Yes, He was full of grace. 


SEE HIM yonder after His betrayal as He 
is arraigned before Pilate, being questioned concerning 
His disciples and His doctrine. Jesus answers, “I spake 
openly to the world; I ever 
taught in the synagogue, and 
in the temple, whether the 
Jews always resort; and in secret have I said nothing,” 
John 18:20. 

Pilate asks, “What is truth?” Jesus has the answer 
recorded in the 17th chapter and 17th verse of St. John, 
“Thy word is truth.” Hear the testimony of the Pharisees. 
Matthew 22:17, “Master, we know that thou art true, 
and teachest the way of God in truth.” Another group, 
when questioning Him hear His great words, “Well, 
Master, thou hast said the truth,” Mark 12:32. 

Some were sent to bring Him into trial, but they came 
back without Him and were asked, “Why have you 
not brought Him?” They replied, “Never man spake like 
this man.” When trying to console and enlighten His 
followers, He said, “I am the way, the truth, and the 
light.” One of His close followers, who had a right to 
know, spoke in later years and said, “There was no guile 
found in his mouth.” 

He was full of truth, for He is the Truth, and “you 
shall know the truth and the truth shall make you free.” 
How does God say, “I love you”? John 3:16, 17, “For God 
so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life. For God sent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world; but that the world through 
him might be saved.” 

“God commended His love toward us, in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died for us.”

I LOVE YOU, MOTHER,” said little Nell. 

“I love you more than tongue can tell.” But she puffed 
and pouted all the day, til’ her mother was glad when 
she went to play. “I love you, 
Mother,” said little Fan.

John 4:16-21, “And we have known and believed the 
love that God hath to us. God is love; and he that 
dwelleth in love dwelleth in God, and God in him. Herein 
is our love made perfect, that we may have boldness in 
the day of judgment: because as he is, so are we in this 
world. There is no fear in love; but perfect love casteth 
out fear: because fear hath torment. He that feareth is 
not made perfect in love. We love him, because he first 
loved us. If a man say, I love God, and hateth his brother, 
he is a liar: for he that loveth not his brother whom

of David, king in Jerusalem. Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is vanity. What profit 
hath a man of all his labour which he taketh under the 
sun?” 

We do not think the attitude the Preacher has taken 
here toward all of life is that it is a failure and nothing 
is to be accomplished. His view is that of temporal things, 
and not of eternal things that a Christian can enjoy 
while here on earth. 

The Preacher’s attitude is correct in the sense that he 
speaks of temporal things. Every man has his troubles, 
disappointments, and sometimes his plans are blasted. So 
did Job, and he charged his wife as a foolish woman and 
his friends as miserable comforters. Yet he said, “I know 
that my Redeemer liveth.” 

There is pleasure and joy in serving the Lord right 
here in this present world, and the end everlasting life. 
But without God all is vanity. So we find that the present 
system of things is not final. The preacher is speaking 
of the unsatisfaction of toil this side of the new birth. 


When we think of the eternal and unchanging plan 
of redemption, we know that all of this life is not vanity 
of vanities. The eye is not satisfied with seeing nor the 
ear filled with hearing. 

2 Corinthians 4:18, “While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which are not seen: 
for the things which are seen are temporal; but the 
things which are not seen are eternal.” So, when the 
Preacher said all is vanity of vanities, he was looking at 
temporal things altogether. But when we get a vision of 
the new birth, and our souls are saved, we are made to 
rejoice because of the unsearchable riches of Christ. Yet, 
the Preacher said in Ecclesiastes 2:3, 10, 11, “I sought in 
mine heart to give myself unto wine, yet acquainting 
mine heart with wisdom; and to lay hold on folly, till I 
might see what was that good for the sons of men, which 
they should do under the heaven all the days of their 
life. And whatsoever mine eyes desired I kept not from 
them. .. . Then I looked on all the works that my hands

I. We see Him with the Father 
E SEE JESUS portrayed in many instances be- 

Wx His birth in Bethlehem of Judea. 

When this great world was created, He pre- 
existed with His Father. Proverbs 8:30, “Then I was by 
him as one brought up with him, and I was daily his de- 
light; rejoicing always before him.” 

When the world was created, Jesus was on hand to as- 
sist His Father. Even when man was created, God said, 
“Let us make man.” We see Him as He assisted His fa- 
ther again. 

As Abraham sat in his tent door gazing at the setting 
sun, he saw three men approaching him. Abraham said, 
“Now, Lord, if I have found favor in thy sight, come in 
and rest yourselves.” We see the Lord as He announced 
to Sarah that she would bring forth a son and be the 
mother of many nations. 

Then, we see Him in the fiery furnace, Daniel 3:25. “He 
answered and said, Lo, I see four men loose, walking in 
the midst of the fire, and they have no hurt; and the 
form of the fourth is like the Son of God.” 


II. How we see Jesus 


THE BABE OF BETHLEHEM, the Child of 
Nazareth, the Man of Galilee, the Prince of Glory on Cal- 
vary, the King of Kings. 

He was wonderful in His birth, and He was announced 
by the angel. Matthew 1:21, “And she shall bring forth a 
son, and thou shalt call his name JESUS, for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” 

We see Him in the manger as a son of a woman, and 
as a babe He was known to all. The shepherds came to see 
Him in the manger. Luke 2:16, “And they came with 
haste, and found Mary and Joseph, and the babe lying in 
a manger.” They came to see Him as a Saviour and a 
Life-giver. Luke 2:11, “For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord.” 

As we gaze into the manger we see Him as a Prophet, 
and the wise men brought myrrh unto Him as a gift. 
They also brought frankincense for Christ the Priest. 
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and gold for Christ the King. We see God’s wonderful 
Gift of love as it was portrayed in the manger, the One 
who is worthy of our adoration and praise, the King of 
kings and Lord of lords, the one and only Basis of Chris- 
tian unity, the Saviour of mankind. We see Jesus as He 
gave tidings of great joy. The tokens of the gift given by 
the shepherds and wise men could not be compared with 
the token of His love toward mankind. The testimonies 
of those great men have no comparison with the testi- 
mony which Christ left for us. 


III. We see Jesus as a boy, the Child of Nazareth 
Luke 2:42, “And when he was twelve years old, they 
went up to Jerusalem after the custom of the feast.” 


HE WAS A REAL BOY, a real fellow, not a 
sissy. He was physically strong, mentally awake. His in- 
telligence in later life was the result of study in youth. 
He was a church boy. He went into the synagogue on the 
Sabbath “as was his custom.” He was an obedient boy. He 
was subject to His parents. 


IV. We see Jesus as the Man of Galilee 

The Great Physician. Acts 10:38, “How God anointed Je- 
sus of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and with power, who 
went about doing good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil, for God was with him.” How fair was 
the work of creation. Sin marred the beauty of God’s 
work. The mission of Jesus was to destroy sin. Though He 
was the Son of God, He was truly human. He went about 
using hands, feet, brain, life; doing good to the body, 
mind, and to the soul. He was our great Example. He 
didn’t send someone in His place, nor direct the work 
from a swivel chair. He didn’t merely accept opportuni- 
ties, but sought them. He didn’t live in a house by the 
side of the road, but He walked the sandy shores of Gali- 
lee, not seeking good things for Himself but seeking good 
things to impart blessings. We see Him as He fed the five 
thousand with the five loaves of bread and two fishes. We 
see Him as He had divine compassion on the blind, the

It is the echo of 
our souls. 


“LOVE THE LORD THY GOD WITH ALL THY

lame, and poor. We see Him as He turned the water into 
wine at the marriage in Cana. 
V. We see Jesus as the Prince of Calvary 

Isaiah 50:6, “I gave my back to be smitten and my 
cheeks to them that plucked off the hair. I hid not my 
face from shame and spitting.” 


JEsus PAID IT ALL. Galatians 2:20, “The 
Son of God who loved me, and gave himself for me.” Je- 
sus gave His head to wear the crown of thorns for me, 
His eyes to weep tears, His cheeks to be smitten, His 
tongue to pray, His shoulders to bear burdens, His back 
to be ploughed, His side to the spear, His hands to the 
nails, His feet to the iron spikes, His precious blood, His 
soul an offering for me. He gave His life for me. Luke 
23:33-49. Three men died—One for sin, one fo sin, one in 
sin, These three prepositions cover the whole human race. 
“Do not die in sin. Die to it, by receiving as your Sav- 
iour Him who died for it in your stead.” We see Jesus as 
He was taken down from the cross and placed in the 
newly made tomb. On the third day we see Him as the 
risen Saviour, the First-fruits of the resurrection harvest, 
“the first-fruits of them that sleep.” 

Acts 1:3, “To whom also he shewed himself alive after 
his passion by many infallible proofs, being seen of them 
forty days and speaking of the things pertaining.” We see 
Jesus as the forty days passed by.

A REPORT: FIVE YEARS OF 
PERSECUTION IN COLOMBIA 


IBAQUE, Colombia (EP) The Evan- 
gelical Confederation of Colombia, 
Apartado aereo 534, Nacional 4 Ibague, 
Colombia, South America, has ap- 
pointed Mr. James Goff, Presbyterian 
U.S.A. missionary to Colombia for the 
past six years, as the new Secretary 
of Information for the Confederation 
and editor of the News Bulletin. The 
Bulletin is especially concerned with 
Protestant Christianity in Colombia 
and the persecution of the Protestant 
— minority. 

The current. issue of the Bulletin 
gives the following five-year summary 
= Protestant persecution in Colom- 

ia: 

“The persecution of Protestants in 
Colombia, South-America, carried on 
by violent means since 1948, was stud- 
ied in detail by the 45 delegates to the 
4th General Assembly of the Evangeli- 
cal Confederation of Colombia 
(CEDEC) during their five-day meet- 
ing in Ibague, Department of Tolima, 
August 10-14, 1953. CEDEC’s Office of 
Information released the following 
persecution statistics. 

“Destruction of Churches. Forty-two 
church —a have been completely 
destroyed by fire and dynamite, and 
thirty-one other buildings used by 
Protestant churches have been dam- 
aged. During the same 5-year period, 
ten structures on church properties 
were confiscated by government of- 
ficials or civilians backed by National 
Police. 

“Protestant Schools Closed. Since 
1948, 110 Protestant primary schools 
have been closed, 54 of them by gov- 
ernment order, the others because of 
violence against Protestants. As there 
are in Colombia approximately 
1,000,000 children of school-age for 
whom there are no public school fa- 
cilities, this arbitrary closing of Prot- 
estant primary schools has aggravat- 
ed an already critical educational 
problem. The 3,343 children of Prot- 
estants who attended the schools now 
closed are being deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to a primary education. 


“Protestants Killed. Fifty-one Co- 
lombian Protestants have been mur- 
dered because of their religious faith 
during the 5-year period under study. 
This mid 20th Century list of martyrs 
includes men, women, and children. 
Twenty-eight of the deaths occurred 
at the hands of the National Police 
and government officials. 

“Property Damage. The financial 
loss sustained by Churches and Mis- 
sions in Colombia has been over 
370,000 pesos (equivalent to U. S. 
$148,000) in buildings destroyed, dam- 
aged or confiscated. This figure rep- 
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resents but a fraction of the total 
property loss suffered by the Protes- 
tants of Colombia, many of whom 
have lost farms, cattle, harvests, 
homes, tools, clothing, books, etc.” 

Reports to the Assembly indicated a 
51 per cent increase in Protestant 
Church membership since 1948, al- 
though during that period 27 per cent 
of the Protestant Churches of Colom- 
bia and 38 per cent of their preaching 
points were closed by the action of 
National Police and fanatical Roman 
Catholics. Over 50,000 Colombians and 
about 750 foreigners attend Protestant 
religious services each week. The total 
Protestant constituency is estimated 
at over 100,000 people. In 1948 there 
were 213 Protestant churches and 
chapels. During the five years of re- 
ligious persecution, 57 have been de- 
stroyed or closed. During the same 
period 46 new churches were organ- 
ized. There are now 202 organized 
churches open in Colombia. 

The growth in church membership 
was from 7,908 members in 1948 to 
11,958 in 1953. The Protestant church- 
es do not count children as members 
until they have reached an age of un- 
derstanding (usually in the ’teens) 
and make a voluntary profession of 
faith. 14,991 Colombians are enrolled 
in Protestant Sunday Schools. The 
CEDEC census includes only conti- 
nental Colombia. The Archipelago of 
San Andres Y Providencia, Colombian 
possession in the Caribbean Sea, has 
= 7,500 people, almost all Protes- 
ant. 


FIRST NEGRO NAMED TO 
NATIONAL LUTHERAN COMMITTEE 

CHICAGO (EP) For the first time 
in the history of the National Luther- 
an Council, a Negro has been named 
to a committee supervising work 
which the agency carries on for its 
eight participating church bodies..He 
is Dr. T. R. Speigner, a pastor of the 
American Lutheran Church who is 
professor of history and student coun- 
selor at North Carolina State at Dur- 
ham. He has been named to the Sub- 
Committee for Church Work in Negro 
Communities of the NLC’s Division of 
American Missions. For 17 years, Dr. 
Speigner was er of the now dis- 
banded Mart Luther Institute at 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., then a high school of 
the American Lutheran Church. At 
the same time, he served as pastor of 
—- Lutheran Church in Tusca- 
oosa. 


According to a survey made by the 
ee me Pig F nap Vv o! c os S 
opheey radio program, wiic 
10.000 persons responded, “The Old 








Rugged Cross” was voted the favorite 
hymn. Others, in order of their pref- 
erence, were: “The Love of God,” “In 
the Garden,” “What a Friend We Have 
in Jesus,” “Beyond the Sunset,” and 
“Precious Lord, Take My Hand.” 

Twenty-five hundred delegates at- 
tended the 25th biennial convention of 
the Assemblies of God, America’s 
largest Pentecostal group. Member- 
ship in the 40-year-old group in- 
creased 38 per cent since 1943, to a 
present membership of 370,118. They 
report 6,362 churches, and support 700 
foreign missionaries. 

From all over the country come re- 
ports of a revival of faith healing. 
Tents were crowded with as many as 
5,000 people at faith healing services 
held recently at Tulsa, Okla. and 
Wichita, Kansas. A similar movement 
is under way at Ashland, Oregon, 
where the many hundreds seeking 
help from a local faith healer provide 
the community’s main source of in- 
come. 


EDITORS AGAIN URGE USE OF RSV 


ST. LOUIS; ‘Missouri (EP) Editors of 
the official periodicals of the church 
bodies associated in the National Lu- 
theran Council still want the new Re- 
vised Standard Version of the Bible 
used as the text for the epistle and 
gospel lessons in the forthcoming 
Service Book and Hymnal of the Lu- 
theran Church. In effect, a resolution 
adopted at the 41st annual convention 
of the National Lutheran Editors’ and 
Managers’ Association, September 23, 
24, asks the Joint Commission on the 
Liturgy to reconsider its recent de- 
cision on the controversial issue. 

The commission, composed of 17 
representatives of the eight groups en- 
gaged in the project, decided to use 
neither the RSV nor the Authorized 
King James Version of the Bible for 
the stated lessons in the common 
service book, scheduled for publication 
in 1955. Instead, it was agreed, the 
book will contain Scripture references 
only, but separate lectionaries in each 
version will be made available. Ex- 
plaining the action, the commission 
said the compromise was reached be- 
cause “the expressed opinions of the 
churches are. not unanimous” on 
which version should be used. Any 
other solution, it added, “would force 
an undesired text on half the church.” 

The resolution passed by the editors 
reiterated a stand taken in 1951 and 
reaffirmed last year. With “increased 
emphasis,” it urged that “serious con- 
sideration should be given to the de- 
Sirability” of adopting the Revised 
Standard Version, published last year, 
for the appointed lessons in the serv- 
ice book.
